"Wt Honour. The King liking the Propoſal, commands 
Haan to go inſtantly to Mordecai that ſate at the Gate, 
Wand to inveſt him, and proclaim before him according 
to his own Advice ; Haman with a heavy Heart per- 
formed the King's Orders through the whole City, and 
Wordecat returned triumphantly to the Palace. 

Haman haſtned home confounded and aſhamed 
at what had happened, and with Tears related his 
range Misfortune to his Wife and Priends, who all 
oncluded, That it was &@ wry ominous Accident, for 
:Wlordecai ewwas of the ſeed of the Jews, and ſince be 
ad begun to fall before bim, it was much to be feared 
at 7t <vould end in his ruin, becauſe God <vas with that

'hile they were thus diſcourſiug, a Meſſenger cawe
